Ship  Letters. — Letters  coming  from  on  board  any  ship  are 
chargeable  with  an  additional  rate  for  a  single  letter  of  8d, 

Letters  conveyed  outwards,  in  sealed  bags,  are  chargeable 
with  half  packet  postage,  which  must  be  paid  when  put  into 
the  office. 

India Letters  to  and  from  the  East  Indies  are  regularly 

forwarded  by  ships The  postage  must  be  paid  here. 

The  rate  outwards  is  2d.  per  package  under  three  ounces  ; 
if  above  that  weight,  one  shilling  per  ounce. 

The  rate  inwards  is  4d.  per  package  under  three  ounces ;  if 
above  that  weight,  one  shilling  per  ounce. 

By  the  Ship  Letter  Act  it  is  enacted,  that  every  master  of 
a  vessel,  immediately  on  his  arrival  in  port,  shall  take  the 
whole  of  his  letters  to  the  Post-office,  under  penalty  of  £200 ; 
and  the  captain  must  sign  a  declaration  that  every  letter  has 
been  so  delivered,  before  his  vessel  can  be  permitted  to  report 
at  the  Custom-house. 

Vessels  to  and  from  Ireland,  or  Coastwise,  are  not  allowed 
to  convey  letters,  under  a  heavy  penalty.

contents  thereof,  shall  be  charged  more  than  as  a  treble  letter, 
unless  the  same  shall  weigh  an  ounce,  when  it  is  to  be  rated 
as  four  single  letters,  and  so  in  proportion  for  every  quarter  of 
an  ounce  above  that  weight,  reckoning  each  quarter  as  a  single 
letter. 

Letters  for  the  penny-post  delivery  must  be  under  4  ounce 
weight. 

Single  letters  from  any  seaman  in  his  Majesty's  navy,  or 
from  any  sergeant,  corporal,  soldier,  &c.  in  his  Majesty's  ser- 
vice, within  any  part  of  his  Majesty's  dominions,  on  his  own 
private  concern  only,  not  to  be  charged  more  than  one  penny 
each,  to  be  paid  when  put  into  the  Post-office  : — the  name  of 
the  writer,  his  class  or  description,  and  the  name  of  the  ship, 
regiment,  &c.  must  be  given  by  himself ;  and  the  officer  ac- 
tually having  the  command  must  sign  his  name,  and  the 
name  of  the  ship,  regiment,  &c.  he  commands. 

Single  letters  to  any  seaman  or  soldier,  &c.  under  the  same 
restrictions,  to  pay  one  penny  each,  at  the  office  where  the  let- 
ter is  put  in ; — to   specify  on  the   superscription  the  class  of

the  person,  and  the  name  of  the  ship  or  regiment,  &c.  to 
which  he  belongs ;  such  letter  not  to  be  delivered  to  any  per- 
son but  the  one  to  which  it  is  directed,  or  to  some  person  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  same,  under  the  hand-writing  of  his 
commanding  officer. 

Not  to  extend  to  commissioned  or  warrant  officers,  midship- 
men, masters'  mates,  captains'  clerks,  or  schoolmasters  in  the 
navy  ;  or  to  commissioned  or  warrant  officers  in  the  army. 

Officers  endorsing  letters,  knowing  them  not  to  be  on  the 
private  concern  of  such  seaman  or  soldier,  under  his  command, 
to  forfeit  Jive  pounds  for  every  offence. 

Officers  endorsing  letters  of  seaman,  &c.  not  under  their 
command,  to  forfeit  five  pounds. 

Any  person  directing  a  letter  to  any  seaman,  &c.  intended 
for  another  person,  to  forfeit  Jive  pounds. 

Any  person  procuring  any  seaman,  &c.  to  obtain  the  signa- 
ture of  his  officer,  which  shall  not  be  on  his  own  private  con- 
cern ;  or  if  any  seaman,  &c.  obtain  his  officer's  signature  for 
any  purpose  contrary  to  what  is  here  intended,  each  and  every 
person  so  offending  to  forfeit  Jive  pounds. 

One  half  of  any  of  the  above  sums  to  the  use  of  his  Majes- 
ty, the  other  to  the  informer,  recoverable  before  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace  where  the  offence  is  committed  ;  in  default  of  pay- 
ment, to  be  committed  to  the  house  of  correction,  for  any 
space  not  exceeding  one  month,  or  till  the  penalty  be  paid. 

Bank  Notes  and  Drafts. — Persons  wishing  to  send  bank 
notes  or  drafts  by  post,  are  advised  to  cut  such  notes  or  drafts 
in  halves,  and  send  them  at  two  different  times,  waiting  till 
the  receipt  of  one  half  is  acknowledged  before  the  other  is  sent. 

Money,  Rings,  or  Lockets,  Qc When  money,  rings,  or 

lockets,  &c.  are  sent  by  the  post  from  Edinburgh,  particular 
care  should  be  taken  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Clerk,  at  the 
window  at  the  General  Post-office ;  and  when  any  such  letter 
is  to  be  sent  from  the  country,  it  should  be  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  the  Post-master  ;  but  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  this 
office  does  not  engage  to  insure  the  party  from  loss. 

Money  Order  Office For  the  security  of  sums  of  money 

not  exceeding  5  guineas  sent  hi  letters  by  post,  the  Post-mas- 
ter General  has  authorised  the  establishment  of  the  Money 
Order  office,  where  orders  are  given  (payable  at  sight)  on  the 
post-masters  in  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland.  Attendance 
from  11  to  3,  daily,  Sundays  excepted.

And  so  on,  at  the  rate  of  Cd.  for  every  15  minutes  further 
time — The  fares  to  be  charged,  either  by  the  length  of  ground, 
or  time,  in  the  option  of  the  coachman,  but  not  by  both. 

REGULATIONS. 

1st.  The  regulations  and  table  of  fares  enacted  upon  the 
1 9th  day  of  June  1811  years,  are  hereby  repealed;  and  the 
before  mentioned  general  rules,  the  following  regulations,  and 
annexed  table  of  fares,  made  according  to  these  general  rules, 
are  substituted  in  place  thereof. 

2d.  That  each  coach  or  chariot,  before  plying  for  hire,  shall 
be  inspected  by  a  magistrate  ;  and,  if  approved  of,  will  be  li- 
censed by  him,  when  a  number  will  be  issued  to  the  owner, 
who  must  affix  the  same,  together  with  his  name,  in  letters  at 
least  one  inch  in  length,  on  each  door  of  the  coach  or  chariot, 
immediately  below  the  window.  That  there  shall  not  be  the 
same  number  on  two  coaches  or  chariots  ;  and  that  no  coach 
or  chariot  wanting  such  number  or  name  shall  be  allowed 
to  ply. 

3d.  That  no  insufficient  coach,  or  chariot,  or  horses,  shall 
be  allowed  to  ply  ;  and  when  any  of  the  proper  furniture  of" 
steps,  springs,  blinds,  glasses,  or  check-strings  for  stopping 
the  coachman,  are  broken  or  awanting,  or  the  harness  shall 
not  be  in  good  repair,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  detain  from  the 
hire  Is.  or  the  whole  hire,  if  it  shall  not  amount  to  more. 
The  coachman  shall  always  keep  the  check-string  in  his  leit 
hand  when  driving,  under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  5s. 

4th.  That  there  shall  not  be  fewer  than  six  coaches  or 
chariots  on  the  stance  in  Princes  Street,  every  morning  at 
nine  o'clock,  taking  this  duty  by  rotation,  beginning  at  iio. 
1,  and  going  on  progressively,  under  a  penalty  of  10s.  for 
every  coach  or  chariot  absent.  All  coachmen  attending  for 
a  fare,  at  any  stand,  shall  either  sit  on  the  coach-box,  or  stand 
at  the  horses'  heads,  under  the  penalty  of  2s.  6d.  for  each  oi- 
fence. 

5th.   That  each  coachman  shall   be  cleanly  in  his  person,

and  wear  a  ticket  on  the  front  of  his  coat,  with  a  number  cor- 
responding to  that  on  his  coach  or  chariot,  under  a  penalty  of 
5s.  for  each  offence. 

(jth.  That  when  a  company  shall  take  a  coach  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock,  P.M.  in  that  case,  fare  and  a 
quarter  shall  be  paid ;  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one 
o'clock,  fare  and  a  half  shall  be  paid  ;  and  after  one  o'clock, 
double  fare  shall  be  paid,  with  the  exception  of  the  Theatre, 
where  the  usual  charge  only  shall  be  paid. 

7th.  That  the  stances  for  the  coaches  and  chariots  shall  be 
as  follows  ;  viz.  Tron  Church, — Princes  Street,  east  end, — 
George  Street,  between  Hanover  and  Frederick  Streets, — 
Princes  Street,  west  end,  facing  Hope  Street; — or  at  such 
other  places  as  the  Magistrates  from  time  to  time  may  appoint ; 
and  that  there  shall  not  be  fewer  than  four  coaches  at  the  stand 
facing  Hope  Street. 

8th.  That  coachmen  are  not  on  any  account  to  inquire  where 
a  company  are  going,  previous  to  engaging,  or  to  plead  prior 
engagements,  when  their  services  are  required  ;  nor  shall  they 
be  allowed  to  draw  off  the  stance,  under  pretence  of  being  en- 
gaged, so  as  to  have  their  choice  of  work  ;  but  their  coaches 
or  chariots,  being  on  or  near  the  stance,  shall  be  considered  as 
proof  of  their  being  disengaged ;  and  on  their  refusing  to  take 
a  fare,  they  shall  be  liable  in  a  penalty  of  10s.  unless  they 
can  adduce  evidence,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Magistrates,  that 
they  were  actually  engaged. 

9th.  That  when  a  coachman  is  required  to  wait,  either  upon 
setting  down  or  taking  up  a  party,  he  must  on  no  account  re- 
fuse, under  the  penalty  of  5s.  and  the  forfeiture  of  his  hire  ; 
but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  for  the  first  fifteen  minutes 
sixpence,  and  a  like  sum  for  each  successive  fifteen  minutes 
he  may  be  detained. 

10th.  That  if  a  coachman  shall  be  sent  from  a  stance  to 
any  house  to  take  up  a  company,  he  shall  immediately  an- 
nounce his  arrival,  and  remain  in  waiting  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  company  ;  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the 
same  allowance  from  his  arrival  as  in  the  preceding  regula- 
tion. 

11th.  That  no  fares  higher  than  those  in  the  annexed  tables 
shall  be  demanded  or  taken  :  And  if  hired  to  any  spot  or  place, 
not  specified  in  the  annexed  table,  (such  as)  from  a  change  of 
the  name,  a  new  place,  or  beyond  the  limits,  &c.  in  that  case 
no  fare  higher  than  those  in  the  before-mentioned  general 
rules  shall  be  demanded  or  taken  :  The  coachman  having  it 
in  his  option  to  take  either  for  the  length  of  ground  or  time., 
but  not  for  both.  And  if  any  coachman  shall  be  convicted  of 
imposing  on  his  employers,  or  abstracting  the  fares  irom  his 
master,  he  shall  be  liable  in  a  penalty  of  four  times  the  amount 
of  the  fare,  and  imprisoned  until  payment. 

12th.  That  every  coachman,  when  on  duty,  shall  have  in 
his  pocket  a  printed  copy  of  these  regulations,  to  be  kept  in  a 
tin  box,  with  the  number  of  the  coach  or  chariot  painted  on  it ; 
and  shall  show  the  same  to  his  employer,  when  required,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  5s. 

13th.  That  any  coachman  being  convicted  of  drunkenness 
or  abusive  language,  the  Magistrates  may  revoke  his  license, 
or  impose  a  penalty  of  10s.  and  order  him  to  be  imprisoned 
till  the  same  is  paid. 

14th.  That  the  coachman  (master  or  servant)  after  setting 
down  a  company,  shall  drive  to  the  nearest  stance  ;  and  if  the 
number  of  coaches  or  chariots  ordered  to  stand  there  is  not 
complete,  he  shall  remain  for  the  service  of  the  pubiic. 

15th.  That  any  person  wanting  a  coach  or  chariot,  shall 
take  one  from  the  nearest  stance  to  his  residence  ;  but  if  none 
shall  be  there  at  the  time,   and  one  shall  be  procured  from 
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another  stance,  there  shall  be  paid  for  every  stance  beyond  the  ■ 
nearest,  in  addition  to  the  fare,  the  sum  of  6d.  This  to  be 
only  applicable  to  fares  under  2s.  6d. 

16th.  That  there   shall  be  no  additional   charge  made  for  I 
taking  up  or  setting  down  any  part  of  a  company,  unless  the 
coach  or  chariot  shall  be  detained  ten   minutes,  which  time 
for  attendance  shall  be  allowed  to  each  fare,  and  not  exceed- 
ing. 

17th.   That  parties  returning  by  the  same  coach  or  chariot, 
from  any  place,  whether  in  town  or  at  a  distance  in  the  country,  , 
shall  pay  one  half  fare  additional,  as  back  hire. 

18th.  That  the  fares  are  exclusive  of  the  King's  duty  and 
tolls,  which  are  to  be  paid  by  the  company. 

19th.  That  the  regulations  respecting  the  fare  to  Leith  will 
not  be  insisted  on  during  the  race  week,  for  two  hours  before, 
and  two  hours  after  the  horses  have  started  for  running. 

20th.  All  parcels,  or  articles  of  any  kind,  to  be  immediate- 
ly returned  to  the  owner,  if  known  ;  if  not,  to  be  lodged  in 
the  Council  Chamber. 

21st.  At  least  one-fourth  of  the  coaches  to  attend  at  the 
stand  east  end  of  Princes  Street,  on  Sunday,  from  ten  o'clock 
morning,  to  ten  o'clock  at  night. 

22d.  That  these  regulations  may  be  enforced  by  the  Magis- 
trates in  the  Council  Chamber,  or  Judge  in  the  Police  Court.

Societies  for  transacting  the  business  of  Life  Insurance  are 
of  the  three  following  general  descriptions  : 

I.  Societies  upon  the  principle  of  Mutual  Insurance  to  the 
extent  of  the  contributions  of  the  members,  and  in  which,  con- 
sequently, the  members  divide,  exclusively  and  in  common, 
the  eventual  profit  or  loss  upon  the  scheme. 

II.  Societies,  in  which  a  capital  stock,  subscribed  by  a 
Beparate  body  of  proprietors,  is  pledged  to  guarantee  the  in- 
surances, and  where  the  insured  are  at  the  same  time  admit- 
ted to  a  participation  with  the  proprietors  in  the  eventual  pro- 
fit upon  the  scheme. 

III.  Societies  in  which,  as  in  the  second  case,  a  capital 
stock,  subscribed  by  a  separate  body  of  proprietors,  is  pledged 
to  guarantee  the  insurances,  but  where  those  proprietors  take 
upon  themselves  exclusively  the  eventual  profit  or  loss  upon 
the  scheme. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  what  are  called  the  pro/its  of  a 
Life  Assurance  Society,  from  time  to  time,  stand  in  a  very 
peculiar  situation.  They  are  not  profits  actually  realized  to 
the  society  at  the  time,  but  are  dependent  upon  a  long  train 
of  future  contingencies.  To  estimate  them  aright,  at  different 
successive  stages  in  the  progress  of  the  society,  and  to  dis- 
tribute them,  or  a  portion  of  them,  among  the  subsisting 
policies,  with  a  due  regard  to  incidental  and  contingent  cir- 
cumstances, including,  perhaps,  the  precise  effect  of  a  guar- 
antee in  such  a  question,  is  a  problem  which  requires  much 
cautious  and  difficult  investigation,  and  as  to  the  solution  of 
which  the  most  experienced  judgments  may  be  divided.  Con- 
siderations of  this  kind  appear  to  go  deeply  into  the  merits  of 
the  different  plans  of  insurance  above-mentioned. 

Societies  of  the  first  description  are  in  principle  just  and 
equal.  If  judiciously  and  impartially  conducted,  the  prin- 
cipal objections  to  which  they  seem  to  be  liable,  are  the  sort 
of  speculative  enterprise  in  which  they  embark  the  members, 
contrary  to  the  genuine  and  proper  object  of  the  contract  of 
Life  Insurance  ;  the  fluctuation  and  uncertainty  thus  attaching 
to  the  policies,  and  the  extravagant  expectations  which  are 
somewhat  apt  to  be  engendered — the  increased  rates  of  contri- 
bution, which  a  view  to  security  requires,  beyond  the  special 
necessity  and  convenience  of  each  particular  case — and  at 
the  same  time  the  want  of  a  separate  collateral  fund  to  render 
the  security  absolute  and  independent  of  unfavourable  events. 

Those  of  the  second  description  appear  to  combine  the 
most  of  those  disadvantages,  with  one  of  a  very  serious  nature, 
peculiar  to  themselves,  namely,  that  of  containing  the  seeds 
of  jealousy,  discord,  and  contention,  between  the  proprietors 
on  the  one  hand,  and  insured  parties,  or  their  representatives, 
on  the  other,  in  regard  to  successive  questions  of  profits,  with 
which,  in  such  societies,  the  insured  are  connected,  by  a  re- 
lation which,  at  the  same  time  that  it  is  excrescent,  and  per- 
haps ambiguous,  involves  considerations  of  the  most  com- 
plicated nature. 

Societies  of  the  third  description  undertake  the  whole 
essence  of  Life  Assurance,  to  the  exclusion  of  every  thing 
extraneous.  If  constituted  in  regard  to  premiums,  upon  a 
fair  and  liberal  basis,  as  between  the  insurers  and  insured, 
they  are  free  from  all  the  objections  above  referred  to,  and 
appear  to  be  the  best  adapted  to  answer  the  specific  and  de- 
finite purpose  proposed.  By  reducing  the  rate  of  premium, 
they  give,  in  truth,  to  the  insured,  upon  the  best  and  most 
equitable  footing,  that  very  share  of  the  profits  which  is  often 
delusively  held  out  by  those  societies  which  act  under  the 
second  description. 

To  persons  desirous  of  effecting  Life  Insurance,  it  is  of 
much  importance  to  consider  attentively   the  nature  and  en- 
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tire  legal  effect  of  the  contract  by  which  their  claims  are  to  be 
regulated  or  affected.  It  is,  in  general,  desirable  that  it 
should  be  simple  and  determinate,  unencumbered  with  super- 
fluous  qualities  and  conditions.  The  object,  in  most  cases, 
it  may  be  presumed,  will  be  to  secure  effectually,  and  at  the 
least  practicable  expense,  the  specific  benefits  proposed  ;  and 
to  keep  the  insured  and  their  representatives  quite  without  the 
sphere  of  those  difficulties  and  contentions  which  are  incident, 
in  a  very  especial  manner,  to  the  determination  and  distribu- 
tion, from  time  to  time,  of  the  profits  or  losses  of  a  Life  Assur- 
ance Society.  It  is  foreign  to  the  views  and  intentions  with 
which  insurances  on  lives  are  generally  effected,  and  indeed 
repugnant  to  them,  that  an  interest  should  be  thereby  created 
in  the  contingent  and  doubtful  profits  of  a  speculative  con- 
cern, by  which  the  party  or  his  representatives  may  eventually 
be  embroiled  in  litigation,  and  that  there  should  be  any  de 
gree  of  suspense  or  uncertainty  in  regard  either  to  the  ex- 
tent  of  the  claim,  or  to  its  perfect  security.     * 

The  proper  object  of  Life  Insurance  is  satisfied  when  * 
specific  benefit  is  secured  absolutely,  in  an  office  entitled  in  all 
respects  to  perfect  confidence,  and  at  the  lowest  premium 
which  is  consistent  with  the  probability  of  a  moderate  and  rea- 
sonable return  to  those  who  pledge  an  ample  capital,  at  all 
hazards,  to  guarantee  it.  It  would  not  probably  be  too  much 
to  predict,  that,  to  this  point,  societies  for  Life  Insurance, 
now  vibrating  around  it  in  a  way  which  marks  the  immaturity 
of  the  system,  will  be  ultimately  determined,  by  the  conve- 
nience, security,  and  general  advantage  of  all  parties. 

These  are  the  considerations  which  have  induced  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  SCOTTISH  UNION  INSURANCE  COM- 
PANY to  adopt  the  plan  of  the  third  description. 
•  The  construction  of  the  tables  has  been  superintended  by 
an  eminent  professional  Accountant,  experienced  in  such  in- 
vestigations 5  and  they  involve,  in  a  high  proportion,  the  ob- ' 
servations  of  mortality  at  Carlisle,  according  to  which  the 
probabilities  of  life  are  representee!  as  materially  greater,  and 
consequently,  the  rates  of  assurance  as  materially  less,  than" 
those  deduced  from  the  well-known  Northampton  observations, 
which  have  been  adopted  by  most  Assurance  Offices. 

The  Directors  feel  confident  that  the  moderation  of  their 
rates,  the  freedom  of  the  insured  from  risk,  and  the  other 
favourable  circumstances  above-mentioned,  will  be  the  means 
of  procuring  for  this  Company  a  large  share  of  public  support. 

Tables  showing  the  Hates  of  Premium  for  assurances  on 
Single  lives,  Joint  lives,,  and  Survivorships,  and  also  for  En- 
do  mciits  to  Children,  may  be  had  on  application  at  the  Head 
Office  (corner  house  of  North  Bridge  and  Prince's  Street,)  in 
"Edinburgh,  or  from  any  of  the  Company's  Agents  at  the  prin- 
cipal towns  in  Scotland  :  they  are  all  constructed  upon  the 
most  liberal  principles  applicable  to  the  several  contingencies. 
Oh  application  at  the  Office,  the  rates  may  be  ascertained  of 
any  ether  description  of  assurance  or  benefit  depending  on  the 
probability  of  life. 

Although,  by  the  Conditions,  the  policies  of  persons  assurA 
on  their  own  lives  become  void  if  the  assured  die  by  thw 
own  hands,  by  duelling,  or  by  the  hand*  of  justice,  the  Di- 
rectors are  empowered  in  such  cases  to  take  circumstances  of 
peculiar  hardship  into  consideration,  and  to  allow  the  reps 
sentatives  of  the  party,  the  whole  of  the  sum  assured,  or  such 
part  of  it  as  they  may  think  proper. 

After  three  annual  payments  have  been  made  upon  policies 
for  the  whole  term  of  life,  the  Directors  are  empowered  to  give 
a  fair  price  for  policies  which  the  holders  wish  to  surrender. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  entrance  money  or  admission  fees. 
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
